He stated that it is also their understanding that the RSCVA technically owns the building but the | and
is owned by the County; and that this is an effort to obtain four-way funding by the City, the RSCVA, the County, and the Reno
Performng Arts Center Association for the structural/mechanical assessnent to try to nove the building into sone sort of
transition, perhaps into private ownership, and to rel ease that burden fromthe RSCVA and the public structure.

Conmmi ssioner Galloway stated that in the caucus neeting it was nmade clear to himthat the need is there and, although he w shes a
different type of financial arrangement had been proposed, he does support this request.

Maureen Gri swold, Legal Counsel, advised that if the Board approves the request for funding, staff would need to be directed to
prepare a resolution to grant the noney to the Pioneer Center which would be brought back to the Board for action

Howar d Reynol ds, Assistant County Manager, advised that there are currently 28 bill draft requests (BDR s) and it is reconmended
that those be reduced to 25 or fewer with the top ten drafts then being prioritized.

The Board then reviewed the BDR |ist and nade recomrendati ons as to which bill drafts they felt could be om tted. Conm ssioner
Gal l oway stated that with regard to the prioritization list, possibly the Board nmenbers should turn those lists in for discussion
at a later neeting.

A di scussion then commenced relative to the following itemregarding the Legislative Memorandum and its relationship to this item

Leann McElroy, Chief of Staff, City of Reno, stated that, on behalf of the City of Reno, she would encourage the Board to
elimnate BDR Nos. 9(3) and 13 relative to annexation issues. She referred to a letter dated July 17, 1998 from Mayor Jeff Giffin
to the Board regarding this issue and stated that their biggest concern is that the County and the City of Reno should solve their
differences locally rather than involving the State Legislature; and that, in an effort to resolve these issues, they would Iike
to first schedule a workshop with the County Conmm ssion and then, if necessary, take the matter on to the Regi onal Governing
Board. She advised that the City of Sparks has indicated that they also have concerns with these two bills; that given the climte
in the next Legislature when Clark County will be discussing regional planning, Washoe County could end up with a very different
system than what exists today; and that they would |like to make every effort to try to resolve these issues with the Board.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway advi sed that he has forwarded a proposal to the City through Councilman Pierre Hascheff as a way to resolve
these itens, and M. Hascheff has indicated that he would be neeting with City staff tonorrow to discuss a conprom se; and that,
therefore, an effort has already been nmade to resolve the Sphere of Influence Issue. He stated that the City of Reno is using
State Law to proceed, against the recomendation of this Board, with the acceleration of a schedule to involuntarily annex 34

i sl ands; that since Reno has not backed off of the process, he does not believe it is reasonable for the Board to take either of
those bill drafts off of the agenda; and that he believes it would be nore reasonable to | eave them on the agenda and take them
of f at such time as sone agreenent is reached.

Chai rman Bond suggested that the bill drafts m ght be renmoved, but the two spots should be reserved so that if agreenent is not
reached through the joint nmeetings with the City, they could be placed back on the Ilist.

Conmmi ssi oner Galloway stated that he would prefer to | eave the draft requests on the list so that there could be no interpretation
of less comitnment by the Board regarding this issue.

Ms. McElroy commented that two bl anks on the Legislative agenda woul d be better for the entire region than a Legislative packet
that is obvious to the South that we are in disagreenent froma regional planning standpoint.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he also objects to renoving the two bill drafts fromthe agenda. He conmented that his concerns
are not so nmuch with the islands, even though he does not like the idea of no additional services, but his main concern is about
the external boundary annexati ons.

Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway advi sed that he presented proposed revised | anguage for better clarification of BDR 13. Legal Counse
Griswold advised that she has reviewed the suggested | anguage but believes that further clarification of the Board's intent nay be
needed in order to avoid problens |ater on. Conm ssioner Galloway then proposed that BDR Nos. 9(3) and No. 13 remain on the agenda
wi th di scussion of the content of the bill drafts to be held at a later tine.

The Board
deternmi ned that | anguage contained in the Menorandum provi ded adequate flexibility to address differences in position with regard
to pendi ng and proposed | egislation.

Upon recomendation of Katy Sinobn, County Manager, on notion by Commi ssioner Canp, seconded by Comm ssioner Shaw, which notion
duly carried, it was ordered that the Menmorandum of Legislative Cooperation By And Anong The County OF Washoe, City of Reno, City
of Sparks, Regional Transportation Comr ssion, and the Washoe County School District for the 1999 |egislative session be approved
and Chai rman Bond be authorized to execute.

98- 756 ALTURAS POVNER LI NE M Tl GATI ON FUNDS - COVMMUNI TY DEVELOPMENT

Bob Webb, Community Devel opnment, provided an update of the Alturas Power Line Project and advi sed that John Onens of Sierra
Paci fic Power Conpany has indicated that they estimate the conpletion of the project will be m d-Decenber of this year.

Chai rman Bond congratul ated staff on a great job and advised that this action represents a starting point, and as the process is
refined along the way there may be changes that need to be nade.

Commi ssi oner Mouli ot thanked M. Webb for his efforts, and stated that this process represented a |lot of work and he is pleased
with the results.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Muliot, seconded by Conmi ssioner Galloway, which notion duly carried, Chairman Bond ordered that the
following |ist of North Valleys community areas be approved as eligible to submit projects to potentially receive nitigation funds
contributed by Sierra Pacific Power Company for the Alturas Intertie power line:

98- 757 STATUS REPORT -CI TY OF RENO PROPOSED ACCELERATED ANNEXATI ON PLAN

Dean Di ederich, Planning Manager, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, provided an update of the City of Reno's proposed

accel erated annexati on plan whereby all island annexations would occur in this current fiscal year, 1998/99, noting that the
annexations woul d not be 100% conpleted in this year, but the proposed hearing process would be started this year. He advi sed
that, pursuant to recent Board direction, a letter signed by Chairnman Bond expressing the Board's concerns regarding this issue
was sent to the Reno City Council and he attended the Reno Pl anning Conm ssion and the Reno City Council neetings to present the
Board's position; that the City Council voted 7-0 to nove forward with their annexation programwth final direction to their
staff to be given at their August 25, 1998 neeting as to the type of testinmony they are to provide to the Regional Planning
Commi ssion at their neeting of August 26, 1998 on the finding of conformance; that the City Council indicated a desire to see if
any resolution could be reached on the issues of "fiscal inequity" which were brought forth by Conm ssioner Galloway; and that



both parties identified as a concern a possible perception that County residents are being subsidized for services, such as the
consolidated jail facility, etc. by the broader tax base of the entire County. He then advised that Chairman Bond, as Chairman of
the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District, also prepared correspondence that was sent to the City Council identifying potentia
tax inmplications to the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District (TMFPD); that the purpose of that correspondence was to identify
that the TMFPD woul d experience a | oss of revenue and that further discussion on this issue also needs to be held; but that the
City Finance Director refuted the estimated anount of |ost revenue set forth in the correspondence and the County did not have the
opportunity to respond to that testinony. M. Diederich then advised that the Board should give direction as to whether staff is
to provide further testinony at the Regional Planning Commr ssion hearings regardi ng the annexati on program Chairman Bond stated
that M. Diederich should provide testinony at those hearings.

Conmi ssi oner Gall oway commented that there are many issues to be addressed, and discussed the issue relating to due process. He
stated that in any body of regulations such as the regional plan, it is inplicit that there is due process; that the City of Reno
moved the annexation schedul e back several tinmes resulting in a plan to annex certain islands at nuch | ater dates, and he believes
to then turn around and accel erate that schedule is a violation of fair or due process and is inconsistent with the whole

obj ective of planning; and that he would request that M. Diederich research the nmerits of that argunment. He noted that there has
been testimony by many residents that their personal financial planning relied on the plan under the old schedul e.

M. Diederich advised that staff has relied consistently on the District Attorney's O fice, noting that a Deputy District Attorney
is the current Counsel on the Regional Planning Conm ssion and sone separation has to be made in providing opinions. He then
requested all comments and opinions to provide himwi th a broad spectrumin order to present as much input at the Regiona

Pl anni ng Conmi ssion neeting as possi ble. Legal Counsel Griswold stated that since the District Attorney's O fice represents the
Board as well as the Regional Planning Commission, a conflict attorney will handle the issues that cone forth regarding this

mat ter.

Commi ssi oner Shaw noted that Mayor Giffin's letter dated July 17th referred to a request by the City of Reno for a joint neeting
to di scuss these issues. A discussion commenced and Leann MElIroy, City of Reno, extended an invitation on behalf of the Reno City
Council for a joint workshop the week of August 17, 1998.

Di scussion was held as to the appropriate date for the workshop and the Board suggested either the 19th or 20th of August, if
possi bl e.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot commented that a | ot has been said about whether the City of Sparks and Reno taxpayers or the County
t axpayers pay nore for the services they receive and he would like this issue resolved. He requested that staff prepare
information that sets forth the percentage of taxes paid by City and unincorporated County residents versus the percentage of

benefits they receive for the different regional services provided by the County, such as Health, Jail, Child Wl fare, Courts,
Soci al Services, Juvenile Services, etc.; and that this information is to be presented to the Regional Planning Conmnmi ssion. M.
Di ederich advised that he will nmeet with appropriate staff nenbers and do his best to obtain this information for discussion at

the joint neeting in August.
COWM SSI ONERS' / MANAGER' S COMMVENTS

Chai rman Bond stated that the agendas for the Board's first neeting each nonth, which is the night neeting, have becone so
extensive that changes need to be nade to reduce the length of those neetings. She comented that |ast Tuesday night's neeting
went fromb5:00 ppm to 1:30 a.m and today's neeting and next week's neetings are very light; that the rules adopted by the Board
of County Commi ssioners sonetine ago apparently resulted in all public hearings being placed on the night neeting; and that she
woul d I'ike the Board nenbers to review the current rules and procedures and nake suggestions as to how to better bal ance the
agendas. She stated that she also has concerns with automatically requiring that the Board hold neetings outside of the Conm ssion
Chanbers two tinmes a year, once at Incline Village, and once at Gerlach, and would recomend that those be schedul ed on an as
needed basis only; that sonme of the Conm ssioners have expressed concerns relative to the ex parte comrunication rule; and that
she woul d suggest that a workshop be schedul ed to discuss these issues.

Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway suggested that a representative fromthe Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District attend the Regiona
